DR. NADAL’S COMPLAINT. 


He Was So Brutally Treated at Porto Rico 
that He Is Partially Paralyzed. 

WasnHinctTon, D. C., Jan. 20.— A statement 
is cabled from Madrid that the United States 
Government has demanded of Spain heavy 
damages on account of the alleged ill-treat- 
ment of Dr. Nadai by the authorities of Porto 
Rico. It is* not strictly correct. The De- 
partment of State has taken the diplo- 
matic course usually adopted in such 
cases, and has instructed our Minister to 
Spain to lay Dr. Nadal’s_claim before the 
Government with a representation that if 
the allegations contained therein are found 
to be true he is entitled to compensation. Dr. 
Nadal is a naturalized citizen of the United 
States who formerly lived in Porto Rico. 
He alleges that he was arrested on an 
unfounded suspicion of belonging to 
a society of autonomists or home-rulers, and 
that in order to extract information from 
him, if possibile, the Governor of Porto Rico 
caused his arms to be pinioned behind him in 
an extremely painful position for twenty-four 
hours. As a result of this cruel treatment 
Dr. Nadal says one of his arms is now par- 
alyzed. 


Great Sport in New Mexico, 

Considerable excitement was occasioned this 
morning about town when Mike Wallace, the 
old-time Water Cafion miner, came in from the 
west with dead bear, there being four car- 
casses, which he disposed of to the Blanchard 
Meat & Supply Company. It appears that a day 
or two ago Mike Wallace, accompanied by a Mr. 
Hanna, took a stroll up the cafion some distance 
from the residence of the former, and suddenly 
Wallace discovered several big bears before him.

„Common Decency” Applauds the Action 
of the City Authorities. 

Caicaeo, Jan. 19.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—The indecent character of the 
posters used to advertise some of the 
Chicago theatres needs no proof. It is, un- 
fortunately, only too obvious. These vile 
pictures are to be seen at every turn—now 
lurking in darkened alleys and now brazenly 
exposing themseivesin the open thorough- 
fares, where they offend the sight of every 
respectable passerby. Matters have reached 
such a point that innocent boys or pure- 
minded girls can hardly take a walk in the 
most respectable neighborhood without bein 
in danger of having their minds filled wit 
unholy images, which, unfortunately, do not 
fade away with the paper pictures. 

Exactly what effect such sights exercise on 
eg morality it is impossible to estimate. 

ut that they are helping to fill our Criminal 
Courts and jails with those whose passions 
have been kindiea or fanned by what they 
have seen daily in our streets, that they are 
swelling that army of the most miserable of 

's creatures who haunt our streets at 
night, that they are largely responsible for 
the depravity with the accounts of which 
the newspapers are only too fuil, and that 
they are steadily, though insidiously, viti- 
ating the taste and deadening the moral 
sense of the community cannot for a mo- 
ment be doubted... .....- 

I am one of a class of citazens—by no means 
prudish or “‘ goody-goody,”’ but simply decent 
who, for the above reasons, hail. with de- 
light the recent attempt of the city guthori- 
ties to abate this nuisance. The requirement 
that all posters shall hereafter be inspected 
and approved by Superintendent Ebersold 
before being displayed is an experiment 
worth trying. Something must be done, and 
this may prove successful. Let us give it a 
fair trial. 

But the reform should not stop at the post- 
ers. The Superintendent’s attention should 
also * given to the 
every liquor — 6 shop in the 
city, which are que as offensive as 
those emblazoned on the rd fences. State 
street, for instance, is so completely hned 
with these nuisances that to one traveling 
along the cable railway there is presented u 
perfect panorama of vileness. The disgusted 
eye, weary with glancing from one side of 
the street to the other in the vain hope of dis- 
covering some unobjectionable spot on which 
to rest, finds its only escape in gazing fixedly 
ahead down the centre of the street. 

I do not undertake to discuss whether or 
not the performances which are advertised 
by these posters should be allowed. While 
such performances continue to be given let 
those who enjoy that sort of thing go and 
gratify their tastes. But surely the public 
thoroughfare is not the place for such grati- 
fication. There is another class of persons 
—and afar larger one—who do not enjoy 
such performances. And there is no reason 
whatever why the latter should be subjected, 
while passing along the street, to the graphic 
reproduction of sights utterly distasteful to 
them. Practically, they are forced.to attend 
these shows against their will. There is no 
escape for any one who has eyes unless he 
go blindfolded. These gaudy pictures, made 
conspicuous by the flaming red, blue, and 
yellow of the printer’s ink, obtrude them- 
selves upon the unwilling sight at every turn. 

The matter is really a serious one, involv- 
ing directly the good order, peace, and hap- 

iness of our city. I feel that in heartily in- 

orsing the Mayor’s recent action I am but 
voicing the sentiment of thousands of our 
citizens.

HER EIGHT YEARS OF SOLITUDE. 


Los Angeles Has a Female Hermit Who 
Expects to Be a Medium. 

Los Axis, Cal, Jan. 18.—For nearly 
eight years a house on the site of the new 
city-hall has been occupied by Mrs. Jenny 
Leyes, a female hermit, who styles herseif a 
Christian Spiritualist. The house belongs to 
M. L. Wicks, who receives $20 a month from 
its lone inmate, who regularly hands him 
the money through a broken blind. An order 
of the City Council directing Wicks to re- 
move the house at once has attracted atten- 
tion. 

About a dozen years ago Mr. and Mrs. 
Leyes first put in an appearance at Los An- 
geles. They came from the East, and, as near 
as can be learned, Mr. Leyes was in the last 
stages of consumption. They were both earn- 
est Spiritualists, and soon after their arrival 
they me acquainted with all the Spirit- 
ualists in the city. After the couple nad 
lived here four or five years Leyes died. The 
next morning the widow seemed remarkably 
cheerful to her wondering friends. She said 
that her husband had appeared to her during 
the night ana had made her perfectiy happy. 
When closely questioned she said that he had 
come to her bedside and told her that she 
must shut herself up in the room in which he 
died and néither leave it nor see any one for 
eight years. He told her that at the end of 
that tume she would be given second sight 
and would be able to materialize in broad 
daylight in any room or even out in the 
street. 

Mrs. Leyes believed that what her husband 
told heror what she had dreamed wouid 
actually occur, so she went into the room and 
has not been out of it since. She has been 
fed and waited on through a blind door by an 
old lady who has stood guard over her for 
seven years. So far as can be learned no one 
has ever caught sight of her diging all these 
years, and what business she has had to 
transact has been through the blind door. 
Several attempts have been made to get her 
out of the room, but all have failed. A few 
years ago a gentleman who took a deep inter- 
est in the matter applied to the court for a 
writ of habeas corpus, but when the Judge 
learned his object and was told that the 
woman was confined at her own pleasure he 
refused to issue the writ, and the woman 
has not been disturbed until now. Her time 
is almost up, and Spiritualists are watching 
with t anxiety for. the outcome of her 
long hermitage.

The good y years appear where the exports 
of merchandise exceeded or equaled the im- 
ports; the poor ones almost without excep- 
tion where a héavy balance against the 
United States had to be made up in specie. 
The record is particularly significant in re- 
spect to 1879, 1880, and 1881, when a scarcity 
of food products abroad gave the United 
States the opportunity to market a heavy sur- 
plus in Europe at good prices and to reduce 
gold exportations to the lowest amounts 
|} known since 1950. Scant crops and good 
prices in Europe mean, flush times in the 
United States, with the product of the gold 
and silver mines kept at home. Strikingly 
in contrast are the figures for the last four 
years, The yalue of the food products ex- 
ported is running down and exportations of 
specie are going up. The falling off in the 
value of food exports is occasioned by 
the depression of prices, not bya lessen- 
ing of tonnage. With good crops in Europe 
the American farmer must compete with 
the cheapest agricultural labor of the world 
and market his products at free-trade prices. 
Nor, aside from the contingency of European 
wars or crop failures, is there any probability 
that he will be able to command materially 
better prices in the future. The Western 
farmer is hard pressed now, and if is to 
continue bearing the burden and holding the 
balance of trade for the United States he 
must be strengthened in his desperate com- 
petition in free-trade markets. 

The statistics given above show how the 


wealth in which they were allowed small 
share, and how, competing in foreign free- 
trade markets and robbed and plundered at 
home by ultra-protectionist “trusts,” they 
have been taxed to the limit of endurance. 
It the Western farmers appreciated the 
amount ot wealth they have produced and 
realized how it has been misappropriated and

are getting their eyes open to the truth, and

high, unequal, and needless taxation of the 
farmers beware! The farmers are now 
ready to demand some measure of protec- 
tion. It can be furnished in only one way. 

Better prices for their produce may not be 
obtained, but their cost of living can be greatly 
reduced by lowering oppressive tariff duties. 
This done, they may still meet European com- 
petition, preserve the balance of trade for 
the United States, and enjoy a decent share 
of the fruits of their toil. 


THE WOOL-ROBBERS’ CONSPIRACY. 

Some days ago the so-called Wool-Growers’ 
Association of Ohio, made up of such men as 
Delano, Lawrence, and others, who live in 
Ohio and are raising coarse-wooled sheep in 
New Mexico and the Far Southwest on free 
Government lands, met in Washington witha 
number of manufacturers from Philadelphia, 
New -York, and New England to devise a 
scheme to imcrease the price of wool and 
woolen cloth by an increase on the tariff 
duties. After a sufficient period of incuba- 
tion the conspiracy between the South west- 
ern ranchmen and the Eastern mill barons to 
increase prices at the expense of the people 
who wear woolen goods has been hatched 
and the conspirators are in Washington lob- 
bying and laboring with members of Con- 
gress to convince them that it is for the in- 
terest of sixty million consumers that the 
price of coarse wools should be doubled and 
the cost of woolen goods should be put up ac 
cordingly. 

The details of this audacious scheme were 
fully exposed by acorrespondent, J. Q. Smith 
of Oakland, O., in the last issue of Taz Tais- 
Ung. His communication should be carefully 
considered by every reader of this paper. The 
plan of the conspirators 1s to play into each 
other’s hands at the expense of the people, the 
manufacturers to pay the wool-growers a 
tariff-increased price for their wool, which 
will be of benefit only to the few ranchmen 
who are growing coarse wools on the public 
lands, while the wool-growers are to use 
their influence in securing higher tariff rates 
on all woolen goods for the alleged benefit of 
the manufacturers, 

The first proposition is to increase the 
duties on wool. The tax on wools worth 30 
cents a pound is to be advanced from 38 to 3.3 
cents a pound; on the wools grown on the 
ranches, if worth over 12 cents a pound, an 
increased tax of from 5 to 6 cents a pound; if 
less than 12 cents, from 236 to 3 cents a pound. 
Fine Ohio and Michigan wool will be in- 
creased 10 per cent and the coarse wools of 
the Ohio-New Mexico ranchmen 100 per cent. 
In this way they propose to pull the wool 
over the farmers’ eyes, although last year 
the importation of the cheap wools which 
come into competition with the coarse ranch 
wools was (51,497,671 pounds) nearly three 
times greater than that of farmers’ wools 
(32,899,696 pounds), which are not in competi- 
tion with ranch wools at all. 

Having secured one end of the conspiracy 
for the benefit of the ranchmen and against 
the farmers by raising the wool duties, then 
comes the second broposition—ramely: to in- 
crease the duties on woolen manufactures. 
All women’s and children’s dress goods, 
made wholiy of wool, are to have the tariff 
on goods (worth 20 cents per yard) made 
‘wholly of wool increased from &3 per cent to 
110 per cent, the absolute-~increase being 5 
cents per yard, while on the same line of 
“goods made partly of wool the duty is to be 
increased from 85 per cent to 130 per cent, a 
net increase of 4}¢ cents per yard or 45 per 
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per cent. 
In a word, the gang of New-Mexican ranch- 


robbers propose to offset the increased duty 
for their benefit by doubling up prices of 
woolen goods on the consumers for the bene- 
ft ot manufacturers, and they expect that 
Congress will pay no attention to the inter- 
ests of the consumers, but legislate only ia 
the interests of this combination, which is 
conspiring to make goods scarce and dearer 
to the people, and at.a time when people are 
everywhere calling for a reduction. These 
Dick Turpins of commerce ask leave to pile 
fresh taxes on those already existing to sat- 

isfy the greed of Delano, Lawrence, and the 
other Southwestern flock-masters, as well as 
the Eastern mill-owners. 

A more insolent, brazen grab has never 
been attempted in the whole history of sneak 
tariff legislation. We commend the details 
of this scheme of the tariff robbers to every 
We would ask the 


prairies, including members from Indiana 
and Michigan, if there is a singie man 


1 | among them who proposes to vote for this 


scheme, and, if there is one, if he expects to 
be reélected. Is there a single member of 
Congress from the nine Western States who 
vote to impose these additional 
taxes upon the existing war taxes, which 
are not needed, and at a time when 
consumers are appealing for a. reduction 
of tariff burdens and relief from their op- 
pression?

will expose and condemn without stint the 
treachery of such a man to the people's in- 
terests.

If 
Yerkes should build them would they not be 
for the convenience of his company and not 
for the public accommodation! The people 
would not use them except in riding through 
them in Yerkes’ cars. 

Our unsophisticated contemporary has been 
imposed upon by Yerkes, it is to be feared. 


The Aldermen are not likely to be fooled in 


the same way. There is little fear that they 
will act upon the our advice. 


THE HOME OF THE BLIZZARD. 

We are in the midst of one of the most de- 
structive blizzard winters yet known. The 
loss of life, human and animal, and thede- 
terioration of material resources along the 
great plateau between the Mississippi River 
and the Rocky Mountains and Sierras, stretch- 
ing south even to the Gulf of Mexico, have 
been appalling. Ravaged by blizzards in 
winter and by tornadoes and wind-storms in 
the other seasons this great stretch of coun- 
try would apparently have little attraction 
for settlers, but, undismayed by Nature's 
violence, the hardy pioneers continue to pour 
in there and retain their hold with sur- 
passing hope and courage. 

In speaking of blizzards even the scientific 
signal-service man is accustomed to say that 
a Manitoba“ wave is coming, and this has 
been so often reiterated that many people 
have at last come to believe that 
blizzards are home products of that 
section of the Canadian Dominion. 
Manitoba, however, can hardly carry off the 
credit for raising the wind in this extraor- 
dinary manner. The origin and operation of 
the blizzards and their partiality for Dakota, 
Western Minnesota, Iowa, Kansas. and Ne- 
braska and the territory even farther south 
are worth at least a little theorizing. 

Why is it that east of the Mississippi River 
they are only felt with diminished force, and 
east of the Ohio line; for instance, that is in 
the Central States, New York, and New En- 
gland, hardly at all? The reply seems to be 
a simple one. The southern part of British 
America, from Labrador west to the upper 
shores of Lake Superior, is traversed by 
what is known as the Laurentian, and at the 
extreme west the Huronian Mountains, com- 
posed in reality of an enormous rock forma- 
tion, the oldest yet discovered, with 
no shells or fossils to tell us its age 
or at what time it lifted its great 
wall above the waters. It is the oldest sedi- 


mentary rock found on the globe. The thick- 


ness of its beds has been estimated at 30,000 
feet. It rises in hills and mountains 4,000 


‘féet high, and on the gorges of the Saguenay 


forms sheer cliffs 1,500 feet high. It maxes 
a solid, everlasting rock barrier no wind, be 
it blizzard or tornado, can pass. It shelters 
all the country to the south of it trom the 
icy blasts sweeping down from the Arctic 
regions. At its western limit they may strike 
against it aud defiect like water meeting an 
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with diminished force. West of that limit, 
however, there is no break. Between a line 
from that point north and south and the 
Rockies and Sierras, which guard all to 
the west of them, stretches one vast 
unbroken plateau from the polar re- 
gions straight south to the Gulf of 
Mexico. Along that plateau Boreas, starting 
irom the poie, finds no obstruction in his 
path. He comes down witha rush, sweeping 
everything before him, chilling and freezing 
everything he encounters, and planting his 
snow, sleet, and ice even on the shores of the 
far off Gulf of Mexico. The more favored 
regions south of these gigantic mountains of 
rock interposing their friendly barrier

Arctic currents, which carry death and de- 
struction along with them to the dwellers on 
the plain. Manitoba is only a mid-station on 
the road from the pole to. the gulf. It is not 
the home of the blizzard. 


REDUCED TARIFFS AND REDUCED IX- 
PORTS. 


Tariff reduction, by stimulating importations, 
would increase instead of diminish the revenue, 
and the surplus would become greater and more 
‘ruinous than ever.—Zrust-tarif crank, 


This old chestnutty falsehood is repeated 
by the same trust-tariff crank newspaper 
about ten times a week, Let us take a look 
at previous experience, for it is said that like 
causes produce like effects. 

The Republicans in 1857 greatly reduced 
the Democratic tariff af 1846, giving the 
country a tariff for revenue only.“ with the 
following effect on importauon of foreign 
goods: The year before the reduction was 
made—1856—the importation of foreign mer- 
chandise was 6340, 492,810. The vear of tae 
reduction—1857—1t was $348, 428,342, The year 
after the reduction—1858—it was 88, 388, 684, 
and the year after that—18590—it was $331, 888, 
841; and in 1860 it was 833,610, 110, and in 1801, 
ending June 30, $280,810,542. Between 1857 
and 1861 the country increased in popula- 
tion and consumers of imported goods 
about 12 or 13 per cent, yet we see lit- 
tie or no increase in importations. The 
great reduction of the tariff had no effect 
whatever in stimulating importations of for- 
eign manufactures. On the other hand, the 
revenue from the tariff fell off in proportion 
to its reduction, as follows:

It is thus proved by the official statistics of 
the United States that a reduction of the 
tariff does not increase the importation of 
foreign manufactures, but that it does de- 
crease the amougt 6f customs revenue de- 
rived from the tariff in due proportion. Yet 
we expect the journalistic cranks to continue 
to reiterate their chestnutty lies as if this 
exposure had not been made, which shows 
on their part a profound confidence in the 
stupidity and ignorance of their readers.

e 0 orthwestern, cago, Mil- 
waukee & Bt. Paul, and the Pan-Handle Rail- 
ways have complied as to repairing the planking 
at crossings from Ashland to Western avenués, 


As far as can be gathered from this so- 
called report the railroad companies have 
done little or nothing to comply with the or- 
dinance for protecting life and property at 
the crossings which their operations have 
rendered so dangerous. They have ignored 
the wishes of the people and the direction of 
the municipal officers in the matter. No 
wonder that on the crossings within the city 
of one of the roads referred to there have been 
seventeen murders during the last year. Mr. 
Deal does not appear to have appreciated this 
fact. He deemed it of importance to state 
that the Chicago & Alton has not placed a 
flagman at Thirty-sixth street.“ 

It is gratifying to note in this connection 
that the Mayor has determined to enforée 
the laws and ordinances of the city govern- 
ing the matter of crossings protection with- 
out further delay. He says: 

If the companies will not build the viaducts 
and put.up the necess gates and fences, I will 
issue an order compelling the roads to reduce 
their speed to six miles an hour as required by 
the ordinances. If they want to run at the rate 
of twenty miles an hour they must take every 


8 to prevent accidents and possible 
$8 of life. 


This is the way to force the railroad com- 
panies to do their duty. They will do noth- 
ing voluntarily. They must be coerced into 
a fulfillment of their obligations to the city. 
The Mayor ought not waste further time 
with them. Commissioner Swift needs only 
a word to bring them to terms. It is useless 
to leave the matter to such stupid or subsi- 
dized officials as Deal. 

Mayor Rocue and Commissioner Swift 
have now an opportunity which they will 
doudtless not let pass to secure for Chicago 
the services of a first-class City Engineer. 
Since Mr. Chesbrough resigned that posi- 
tion during th Harrison régime the public has 
not had implicit faith in the conduct of the 
Engineering Bureau. Harrison himseif had 
no confidence in it, and when he thought 
about the drainage scheme he had to go as 
far as Philadelphia to secure anexpert. With 
a thoroughly competent and reliable engineer 
in the city’s service there would be no occa- 
sion for the Philadelphia selection, or 
the large cost of the Drainage Com- 
mission, and it is no reflection on 
Mr. Hering to say that the result 
would have been far more satisfactory to all 
parties. Now that circumstances have cre- 
ated @ vacancy in the office the Mayor should 
try to secure the services of a first-class man, 
The Mayor himself is a mechanical engineer, 
and doubtless understands the importance 
of securing the services of the best man for 
the vacancy that can be had; a man in whose 
recommendations he and the citizens can 
place implicit confidence; an engineer whe

The manufacturing statis- 
tics are shown by 37.481 males, 21,468 females, 
and 4,400 children, or about one-fifth of the 
population, at work in miils and factories, 


ConeressMaN Mason has properly calied 
attention to the gross neglect of the Postal 
Department in failing to provide mailing- 
boxés for newspapers in this city. Such ac- 
commodation is provided in many othér cities 
where they are not so necessary as in Chica- 
go, It is not unusual, especially Monday 
forenoons, to see bundies of newspapers, 
wrapped and stamped ready for the mail-car- 


riers, lying on the sidewalk near some letter- ‘ 


box and dragged hither and thither on the 
skirts of some passing femaie pedéstrian. A 
large percentage of the papers are lost in 
thisway. Boys sometimes take advantage of 
the loose system to steal the newspapers for 
the sake of the stamps. In bad weather the 
wrappers frequently come off, and the papers 
never reach the persons for whom they are 
intended. It is a scandal that in a city like 
Chicago, from which tens of thousands of 
letters are sent every day by mailing at the 
corner boxes, that better facilities are not 
afforded for mailing newspapers. Mr. Mason 
should keep agitating this subject until he 
succeeds in securing better accommodation.

A Barbarous Tax. 

Philadelphia Record (newspaper having the 
largest circulation in that city): The barbarous 
stupidity of the coal tax imposed by the pro- 
tective systems of the United States and Canada 
is revealed by the facts of trade. During the 
last year the imports of coal bythe United 
States amounted to a little more than 700,000 
tons. Most of this was brought in from Canada, 
and its cost was enhanced to consumers by a tax 
of 75 cents aton. In the same period the exports 
of coal from the United States amounted to 
something more than 1,000,000 tons, a large 
proportion of which was shipped to Cana- 
da and subjected to a tax of 80 cents a 
ton. By reason of the tax each country ex- 
ported less coal than it naturally would have 
done, and received less in return. The con- 
sumers of each country suffered in the dimin- 
ished supply and in the enhanced cost of this 
prime necessary of living and raw material of in- 
dustry. Had coal been free of tax the consumers 
on both sides would have been benefited in its in- 
creased supply and lessened cost. Who, then, 
are the gainers by this brutal tax on coal? Sure- 
ly not the consumers, multitudes of whom in all 
the large cities and towns of the country are 
keenly suffering on account of the excessive 
cost of this commodity. Not the miners of Penn- 
sylvania, for their condition attests that they 
derive no benefit from this tax, which is imposed 
with the dishonest pretense that it is for their 
protection. Since the consumers of coal and the 


miners who dig it have no interest in this tax, 


save its repeal, will some pundit of protection 
explain for whose advantage it is maintained? 
If the sole object be to enable the coal combina- 
tions to rob consumers on the one hand and to 
oppress the miners on the other, let the advo- 
cates and apologists of this tax have the frank- 
ness and courage to avow their purpose,

Sir Robert Carden. Dead. 
LONDON, Jan. 20.—Sir Robert Walter Car- 
den is dead. -He was 87 years old. 


[Sir Robert Walter Carden was the son of the 
late James Carden of Bedford Square, London, 
and was born in 1801. His mother was a daugh- 
ter of the late John Walter, M. P., of the Tunes, 
in which journal Sir Robert is understood to 
have possessed an interest. He was gazetted as 
an officer in the Eighty-second Foot, but after- 
wards went on the Stock Exchange as a stock 
and share broker. He became, in 1849, an Alder- 
man of the City of London, and served the office 
of Lord Mayor in 18758. He was the founder 
of the City Bank. He was an unsuccessful 
candidate for St. Albans in 1850,and procured 
the disfranchisement of that corrupt constituency 
at his own expense. He was returned for Glouces- 
ter asa Conervative, in 1857, was defeated at 
the general election of 1859, though he unseated 
his opponent on petition, and was defeated in 
a contest for Marylebone in April, 1861. Sir R. 
W. Carden was at the time of his death a magis- 
trate for Middlesex and Surrey, and a Deputy- 
Lieutenant for London. He married in 1827, 
Pamela Elizabeth Edith, daughter of the late 
Dr. aii ofthe Nineteenth Foot. She died 
in 1874.

THE NATURAL GAS CRAZE, 


Work on the Wells at Kast Chicago—Mandel 
Bros.’ Experiments. 
A large gang of men is at work night and 
day at East Chicago on theartesian well, and 
already a depth of 760 feet has been reached. 
The Trenton rock, where oil is usually to be 
found, has been struck, and those interested 
are anxious to see what will be the re- 
sult of continued drilling. .A Lima, 
O., well firm has the job in hand 
and is pushing the work along with all 
possible rapidity, the hope being that natural 
gas will soon be struck, or perhaps oil. The 
well will be sunk toa depth of 1,800 feet if 
necessary to reach gas or oil. No arrange- 
ment has as yet been made by the Pennayl- 
vania Road for the running of trains from 
South Chicago to Hammond, but probably 
they will be put on in a few days. hen this 
is done East Chi wilt be in direct 
communication with all surrounding points, 
and will have railroad connection with Ham- 
mond and the Lake Shore and Fort Wayne 
Roads.

OUR SCHOOL BUILDINGS UNSAF2. 


The Condition of the Hot-Air Furnaces a 
Constant Menace. 

Two fires have recently occurred in school 
buildings in this city, and a feeling of seri- 
ous apprehension has been created in the 
minds of some of the officers of the board. 
Both fires have been due to the defective 
condition of the hot-air furnaces, and as 
twenty-nine school buildings are heated in 
this manner the question is how many of 
them are liable to burn down. Brick is 
largely used in the construction of these fur- 
naces, and brick 1s a good conductor of heat. 
The specifications of the board require that 
the inside of the furnaces and smoke-stacks 
be lined with cement, which is not so porous. 
But if this cement be worn out or knocked 
off and woodwork touches the brick on the 
other side there is constant danger of a fire. 
Mr. Guilford, the business agent of the 


board, says there is another source of dau- 


rfrom these furnaces. In the fire at the 

edder Street School the furnace had sagged 
or settled, leaving a crack between it and 
the cold-air box, and the hot air rushing into 
this crevice'set fire to the wood. This s 
is hidden from the janitors, and any of the 
twenty-nine furnace-heated schools may be 
in the same dangerous condition. It seems 
that through a strange oversight on the part 
of. the architect of the board no airs 
was left between the woodwork and the 
header of the furnace, and this is a constant 
menace to the safety of the building. It is 
said that the furnaces can be _ ren- 
dered perfectly safe, however, by 
making the air-s spoken of, and con- 
structing the cold-air boxes of galvanized 
iron instead of wood. 

Itis understood that the board has adopted 
the policy of changing the heating apparatus 
from furnaces to steam as fast as practica- 
ble, but to make the needed changes in an 
eighteen-room building would cost over $10,- 

and for the twenty-nine buildings the 
expenditure would approximate 000. 
The school buildings heated by furnaces are 
the Arnold, Brenan, Burr, Calumet Avenue, 
Garfield — Hoffman Avenue, Hum- 
— Irving, — 8 Kinzie, Kosciusko, 
Langland, 1 incoln Street, Long- 
fellow, Montefiore, Motley, Ogden, Pearson 
Street, Pickard, Polk Street, Sheldon, Ved- 
der Street, Von Humboldt, Walsh, Ward, 
Webster, Wells. The officers of the board 
think they should all be overhauled, so they 
can be certain their heating apparatus is in 
good order.

GOETHE AND SHAKSPEARE. 


Frank B. Sanborn’s Paper Before the 
Goethe Club. 


New York, Jan. 2.—Frank B. Sanborn 


appeared before the Goethe Society last even- 
ening at its reunion and read a paper on 
„Goethe and Shakspeare, with Some Re- 


marks Upon the Baconian Hypothesis.” It 


contained some selections from Goethe in 
the original and in translations; anecdotes 
of Emerson, Byron, Landor, George Ticknor, 
Carlyle, Napoleon, Wordsworth; an extract 
from Shakspeare’s Sonnets, from Herbert, 
from Donne, from Crab, Robinson, Tacitus, 
and Dr. Bartoli; and allusions to 
bona Franklin, Homer, Dante, Spenser, 
Milton, Johnson, and Addison. 

These are some of the. things which Mr. 
Sanborn said concerning Shakspeare and 
Goethe: Shakspeare was the world. poet; 
Goethe his greatest successor and pupil. 
Goethe exults in wisdom; Shakspeare does 
not comprehend his own wisdom. This 
world sat to Goethe for its picture. The sin- 
le character of Mephistopheles was the 
world in little. Goethe knew little of the 
other world; his concern was with this. 
Emerson well said that he was astonished at 
the sublime egoism of Goethe, whom he met 
in 1831. “Goethe lived a velvet life,“ re- 
marked Emerson. It’s a pity his Duke 
didn’t cut off his head. It has been 
made a reproach to Goethe that he did 
not join in the National movement, but almost 
sighed for the Paris of the conqueror. But 
his writings made German unity possible in 
this generation and paved the way for Bis- 
marck and Moltke. Goethe did not respect 
the proprieties of hfe-either in his love af- 
fairs or in his.marriage. He was a Samson 
with his eyes wide open. grinding of his own 
accord in the mill of the Philistanes. After 
all Goethe was nothing if not didactic. 
„Work and despair not” was his last 
message. He lived the most potent and 
fruitful life of any manof his time. Franklin 
and Washington led more fruitful lives than 
he. the was always conscious of him- 
self. He could not escape from himself. 
Shakspeare made his hero Othello love not 
wisely, but too well. Goethe loved not well, 
but too wisely. His great fault was that he 
would kiss and tell. His love affairs were 
multitudinous, and he embodied the women 
who loved him in his books. Faust,“ 
his greatest work, was the drama of his own 
life; Wilhelm Meister was Goethe. He once 
ridiculed the idea of comparing himself to 
Shakspeare. 

President Godwin and Vice-President T. 
B. Wakeman commented upon Mr. Sanborn’s 
address and added some cognate observa- 
tions of theirown. Then, on motion of Dr. 
Ruppauer, a vote of thanks was tendered to 
Mr. Sanborn, and the company adjourned to 
the supper-room.

WHEN GREEK MEETS GREEK. 


Lord Churchill Intending a Coup Against 
Mr. Balfour. 
[New York Tribune Cable. | 2 
LonpoN, Jan. 19.—By far the most inter- 
esting rumor in connection with politics is 
that which represents Lord Randolph 
Churchill as meditating a coup against Mr. 
Balfour. His friends aver that he is dis- 
posed to set himself against the manner in 
which coercion is now carried out. One of 
them goes so far as to say that Lord Ran- 
dolph will attack Mr. Balfour before Parlia- 
ment meets. Lord Randolph is still 
at St. Petersburg, where he remains 
till next week. But his correspondence 
is large, and no man keeps _ himself 
better informed of what is going on. Should 
he become convinced that coercion is un- 
popular with a strong section of his own 
party, no step he might take would be sur- 
prising. He and Mr. Balfour were formerly 
allies. Between them they constituted ex- 
actly one-half of the fourth party. The 
never, however, worked together very cor- 
dially. Mr. Balfour never really came to the 
front in public life till he became Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland. Then he came with a 
rush which astonished nobody so much as 
Lord Randolph. He undoubtedly stands at 
this moment between Lord Randolph and 
the leadership of the House, the post which 
the latter covets beyond all others and 
for which he has already shown such 


singular capacity. This it is which 
to cynical observers lends an air of 
probability to the stories of Lord Randolph’s 
dislike to coercion.

FICERS TO CONSIDER THE SUBJECT. 


Suggestions and Works Upon the Matter 
Already Sent In—Little Hope for the 
Reorganization Legislation That Has 
Been Proposed — Committees So Far 
Have Piaced Little Work on the Calen- 
dars—Matters of Interest to the Boys 

in Blue. : 
-Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 20.—[Special.}]— 
The detail of the board to revise the tactics 
for the evolutions of the forces of 
the army is announced. This is a subject 
that the Lieutenant-General has had under 
consideration for several months, and in se- 
lecting the officers for the important work he 
looked over the field carefully to pick out 
those who were peculiarly fitted for the work. 
That he exercised excellent judgment no one 
will question \after reading the following de- 
tail: Lieut.-Col. John C. Bates, Thirteenth 
Infantry; Maj. George B. Sanford, First 
Cavalry; Maj. Henry C. Hasbrouck, Fourth 
Artillery; Capt. J. T. Haskell, Twenty-third 
Infantry; Capt. J. Ci Gilmore, Twenty-fourth 
Infantry; Capt. Edward S. Godfrey, Seventh 
Cavalry; Capt. James M. Lancaster, Third 
Artillery; First-Lieut. George Andrews, Ad- 
jutant Twenty-fifth Infantry, Recorder. The 
board is ordered to assemble in this city the 
10th proximo. They will meet at the War 
Department, probably in the portrait-room, 


is the desire of the Lieutenant General that 
all possible haste be made in considering the 
subject, and every facility will be afforded 
to enable them to arrive at an early conclu- 
sion. It is Gen. Sheridan’s opinion that a 
separate and distinct system of tactics should 
be adopted for each of the three arms, and, 
as the majority of recommendations on 
the subject tend in that direction, it 1s to be 
presumed that the board will proceed to 
work with that end in view. Since Gen. 
Sheridan announced in his annual report that 
he had in contemplation the appointment of 
a board, a number of officers have been pre- 
paring, and some have already submitted, 
recommendations on the subject. There are 
also a number of papers on file that have ac- 
‘cumulated during the last few years. All of

into both Houses of Congress. Not a single 
measure of interest to the service, however, 
has yet passed either House, and but few 
have reached the calendars from the commit- 
tees. Indeed, it may be acknowledged that 
the outlook for any important legisla- 
tion affecting the army is decided- 
ly . gloomy. This becomes apparent 
through the tardiness displayed by the 
membeis of the two military committees 
in acting upon the numerous measurss re- 
ferred to them. In fact some of the members 
freely acknowledge that with the great 
amount of talking to be done on the tariff 
and other Presidential campaign subjects 
they have no hopes for any of these bills, and 
regard work spent in preparing reports upon 
them as so much time wasted. Chairman 
Townshend’s committee is disposed to be 
‘conservative in appropriation as well as spe- 
cial lemslation for the military service. 
About the usual general appropriation bill 
will be reported, and some private and a few 
public measures will probably go on the 
calendars, but itis doubtful if any of the 
radical reorganization schemes will receive 
favorable action; certainly none of them will 
become laws. 

Among the military bills which have re- 
cently made their appearance are those by 
Gen, Wheeler providing that the senior com- 
manding officer of the line, no matter to 
which arm of the service he belongs, shall 
command when troops are drawn up in line 
for battle; by Mr. Breckinridge in the House 
and Mr. Cullom in the Senate, creating a 
corps of civil engineers to have charge of 
river and harbor work, to be partly officers 
from the present corps of army engineers; 
and by Mr. Hutton, authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to apportion the pay of insane 
officers of the army and navy. 

All the army nominations, consisting of ap- 
pointments, promotions, and transfers made 
from March 4, 1887.upto the present time 
were confirmed by the Senate yesterday, ex- 
cept the following promotions in the First 
Artillery and in the case of Second-Lieut. 
McBiain of the Ninth Cavalry; Capt. Has- 
kins to be Major; Laeuts. Nichols and Mer- 
rell to be Captain; Second-Lieuts. Raferty 
.and Chamberlee to be First-Lieutenants and 
additional Second-Lieuts. Straub and Peck 
to be Second-Lieutenants. 
hung up in the Military Committee to await 
the reply of the War Department to certain 
uestions concerning the retirement of Maj. 

arner, to whose vacancy the first officer on 
the list above was nominated. The question 
asked will be satisfactorily explained by the 
department before the next meeting 
of the committee and the nom- 
inations will no doubt be confirmed 
without further delay.

Considering the case from a legal stand point, 
several members of the committee. including 
Chairman Hawley, speaking individually, ac- 
knowledge the right of the officer to his pro- 
motion, and, unless the old charges regard- 
ing the treatment of his wife are renewed, 
his case will receive the same action as other 
regularly-promoted officers. It was through 
the bitter opposition of the late Senator 
Logan that McBlain was rejected before. 
Senator Hawley, the present Chairman, itis 

nderstood, voted for him. There are no 
gns yet of the old charges being renewed. 

The Paymaster-General of the army re- 
ports that the mileage fund for the current 
fiscal year is now entirely exhausted. Of- 
ficers traveling under orders will therefore 
be compelled to furnish traveling expenses 
from their own pockets until Congress sees 
fit to act upon the deficiency estimate for 
this purpose sent to the House before the 
holidays. An Urgency Deficiency bill now 
under consideration by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee will probably contain the 
item, but several weeks will no doubt elapse 


before the money becomes available. 


The important army change of the week is 
the detail of Maj. H. 8. Hawkins, Tenth In- 
fantry, as Commandant of Cadets at the 
West Point Military Academy, to succeed 
Maj. H. C. Hasbrouck, Fourth Artillery, who 
comes to Washington as a member of the 
Board of the Revision of Army Tactics. The 
change goes into effect Feb. 1. Maj. Has- 
brouck has had quite an extended tour at the 
academy, having been the commandant 
there since 1582.

Duffy, who, at the time, was in charge of the 
Twenty-second Street Station, was on the 
wagon bringing Lynch in. To him the pris- 
oner said: “I intended to ‘do’ Leonard,“ 
and claimed that Halloran had struck him in 
the face. Duffy says he turned Lynch’s face 
around and said: You've not been struck. 
What do you want to lie for!“ 


Officer Wiley testified to Lynch's story 


that his mother had told him the police were 
after him, and he got the revolver so as to 
get even with Officer Leonard. Lynch also 
said to him that Halloran walked him three 
blocks, then struck him, and the shooting 
occurred, 

Officer McDonald testified that when he 
picked Halloran up his revolver was lying 
under him near his pocket. This tended to 
show that the reyolver had hardly been 
drawn. The State rested. 

For the defense, Patrick Lynch swore he 
bought the revolver from which the fatal 
shot was fired from a sailor and took it home 


with him. 

Mary L yr sister of the prisoner, said 
she saw Pat when he came in drunk, and, 
fearing he would shoot somebody with the 
pistol he was showing, told Mike, and he 
went up and abstracted the revolver from 
Pat's pocket. That was in the afternoon, 
and was introduced to contradict the State’s 
evidence regarding Lynch’s stories to the 
officers about the revolver. 

Mrs. Margaret Hanlin of No. 254 Went- 
worth avenue, the mainstay of the defense, 
swore she saw the shooting as she was com- 
ing from work that evening. Lynch and 
Halloran were walking peaceably when Hal- 
loran said: I want you to go to the station.“ 

Have you a warrant?” asked Lynch. I 
won't go unless you show a warrant.” 

Then she said Halloran pulled out his re- 
volver and said: I don't need any warrant. 
This is all the warrant I want for you.“ Then 
Lynch pulled his gun out and fired, and Hal- 
loran fell down the steps. They were stand- 
ing not more than two feet from each other. 

‘he cross-examination was very searching 
and exhaustive and was intended to show 
that she had sustained intimate relations 
with Lynch. This she denied. Questions 
trying to show the connection of the witness 
with a notorious gang, Polly Kerns, Jim Fitz- 
patrick, her husband, Mary Ryan, Jim Hold- 
en, Mary's sister, and Vally Clark, were all 
ruled out. 

In rebuttal the State introduced the war- 
rant for vagrancy sworn out by Lieut. Duffy 
for Lynch the day before the shooting and 
given to Halloran to serve. Officer McInerny 
was recalled to know if Mary Lynch had not 
said to him: O, God! mother and I did all we 
could to prevent this shooting.“ Objections 
overruled,.and witness answered “ Ves.“ 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Neeley, who 
had sat quietly by throughout the trial, made 
the opening for the State in the hour before 
adjournment, which Judge Horton said he 
might fill. Attorney David will follow this 
morning. 


WILBER INMAN’S DOWNFALL, 


Arrested for Forgery When About to Visit 
His Sweetheart. 

Wilber Inman, a rather fast young man 
about town, was arrested last Thursday aft- 
ernoon by an operative of the Pinkerton 
National Detective Agefey for commitung 
several forgeries on the First National Bank 
of this city. For nearly a week he eluded 
the vigilance of a Pinkerton detective who 
had been on the lookout for him at his favorit 
haunts, and was at last run down at the 
house of his sweetheart, a respectable young 
lady living on the North Side. 

It seems that Jan. 14 a check for $200, made 
payable to bearer and signed by Mr. J. B. 
Carson, General Manager of the Chicago & 
Western Indiana Railroad, was presented at 
the First National Bank, and as everything 
about the check had the appearance of 
genuineness the money was promptly paid. 
Not long after the money had been 
paid the cashier suspected all was not 
richt, and had the check sent over. to 


the office of the Louisville, New Albany 


& Chicago Railroad, where it was handed to 
Mr. Carson, who, aftera careful examina- 
tion, pronounced the signature a forgery, al- 
though he acknowledged that the counter- 
feithad almost deceived him. The matter 
was immediately placed in the hands of Will- 
iam A. Pinkerton. At the offices of the 
Louisville, New Albany & Chicago Railroad 
Mr. Pinkerton procured the handwriting of 
a former cierk in the purchasing department 
that compared favorably with that inscribed 
on the check. The name of the clerk was 
Wilber Inman, who lives at No. 419 Webster 
avenue. It was also ascertained that youn 
Inman had been hanging around the railro 
office several days, and this fact, coupled 
with the similarity of the handwriting, led 
Mr. Pinkerton to believe that Inman was the 
guilty party. It was thought that he had in 
some manner stolen some of Mr. Carson’s 
blank checks and then filled them up, care- 
fully imitating the mgnature. An inquiry 
was instituted m regard to Inman, develop- 
ing the fact that he had a cousin employed on 
South Water street, and with whom he lived 
at No. 419 Webster avenue. A Pinkerton op- 
erative was then detailed to shadow the 
house on Webster avenue, but his watching 
proved of no avail, as Inman did not come 
near the house. It was also learned that In- 
man was much enamored of a young lady on 
the North Side and that he calied frequently 
at her house, but a shadow there failed to 

reduce him, and it was feared that he had 
eft the city. 

Last Wednesday afternoon a young man 
walked briskly into the First National Bank 
and presented another check signed by J. B. 
Carson for $250, identically the same as the 
first. The paying-teller called the 
Pinkerton officer whe is regularly 
employed at the Dank, and the 
young man was taken over to Mr. Pinkerton’s 
office. When asked where he got the check 
he stated that it was given to him by Wilber 
Inman, whom he h met at Hannah & 
Hogg’s billiard saloon, and who had request- 
ed him to go over and get the money. Mr. 
Pinkerton at once sent one of his men to the 
billiard-ball to arrest Inman, but he was not 
to be found. He was searched for at ali the 
rest of his haunts, but was not found until 
Thursday afternoon, when he was arrested 

ust as he was about to visit his sweetheart. 

e was taken to Mr. Pinkerton’s office, where 
he made a full confession, in which he exon- 
erated the young man who had presented the 
second check. ore was taken before Jus- 
tice Lyon yesterday, where, after a prelim- 
inary examination, he was held to answer 
to the Criminal Court in $2,000 bonds. His 
mother and sister are now traveling with a 
theatrical troupe in the Northwest, Gam- 
bling is the cause of his downfall.

The Regular Annual Argument Against 
Postal Telegraph Made Before the Sen- 
ate Committee—Friends of Unadulter- 


ated Food Organize a Society—A Fa- 


vorable Report on Mr. Masons Anti- 
Trust Bill—Chief of the Secret Service 
Brooks to Retire—Capital Notes. 
Wasutneton, D. C., Jan. 20.—Dr. Norvin 
Green, President of the Western Union Tele- 


graph Company, made an argument before 


the Senate Post-Office Committee today in 
opposition to the Government postal-tele- 
graph bills. The doctor’s views have often 
been declared and are tolerably familiar to 
the public. He began by raising the point of 
the constitutional right of the Government 
to engage in inter-State commerce. Then he 
said this country enjoyed the best 

service in the world, and said the.service in 
England under the Government was abomi- 
nally bad, as it would be under the same cir- 
cumstances here. He also said tolls were rel- 
atively lower here than there. He denied 
that Western Union is a monopoly, as it 
holds no exclusive franchise, and the field is 
open to all competators. Then he ergued that 
concentration of capital cheapens production 
and gave figures to show the gradual de- 
crease in the average cost of telegrams and 
& proportionate decrease in the charge 
to the public. 
lower rates still more. It excelied, too, 
in the matter of making good time. 
It was not reasonable to hope or expect that 
the Government would be more watchful or 
vigilant in keeping every employé down to 
his work than men who were immediately 
interested in the profits of the company. 
The doctrine of the Western Union was that 
its greatest competitor is time, and just as 
far as it could overcome time could it in- 
crease its revenues. Would the Government 
observe any greater degree uf secrecy than 
a private corporation, especially as to 
messages involving the heads of the Govern- 
ment who were immediate 1 of the 
subordinates who handle ® messages? 
asked Dr. Green. What could be the respon- 
sibility of the Government for errors or de- 
lays? The Western Union was held to a 
rigid responsibility by the courts. The Goy- 
ernment certainly could do a cheaper service 


if it chose to foot the expenses. Should the 


Government undertake the work in this 
country he argued that the number of offices 
would be very much increased and the deficit 
would be very much greater. It the Gov- 
ernment must take the telegraph he insisted 
that it should take existing property. No 
private enterprise could run in competition 
against the United States Treasury. In con- 
clusion, Dr. Green said that there were some 
popular clamors that had been proclaimed 
until people believed. them, which he 
wished to take occasion to refute. 


He was pee to demonstrate that tne | 


Western Union lines could not be duplicated 
at their present capitalization, talk as people 
might about the water.“ The next popular 
error which he wished to speak of was the 
assumption that the Western Union was 
owned by one man’ personally. Never in its 
history had this been the case. The entire 
board of thirty directors owned not more 
than three-eighths of the stock, while the 
other five-eighths were owned in every State 
and Territory of the Union by more than 20,- 
000 people.

THE PURE-FOOD CONVENTION. . . 

The Pure-Food Convention today adopted a 
resolution urging the necessity of the imme- 
diate enactment of laws to prevent the adul- 
teration of food and drinks. The Adultera- 
tion bill was approved by the convention anda 
aresolution passed instructing the Commit- 
tee on Legislation to urge its enactment by 
Congress. In its main features the bill re- 
mains as introduced by Senator Sher- 
man. Resolutions especially condemning 
oleomargarine and lard of which cotton-seed 
oil is a principal ingredient were voted 
down. A permanent organization was effect- 
od under the title of the National Pure-Food 
Association and officers were elected for the 
ensuing year as follows: President, J. W. 
Callahan of Nyack, N. V.; Secretaries, H.

and Benjamin Johnson of Boston; Treasurer,

IN FAVOR OF MASON’S TRUST BILL. 

Mr. Mason’s bill providing for an investiga- 
tion of trusts and combinations was taken 
up by the House Committee on Manufactures 
today, and after a short discussion, which 
disclosed the fact that the committee is 
unanimous in its support, a favorable report 
was ordered. Itis expected that this report 
will be made early next week, and will 
recommend that the committee be author- 
ized to investigate all trusts affecting — 
sugar, mining industries, and other kind 
subzects.

As an advocate Senator Fifer 
ranks decidedly high; he is equally efficient upon 
the platform ana the stump, where he speaks off- 
hand and with much force. His memory of facts 
is accurate; no point of advantage to his case 
ever escapes bim; and he has a power of terse 
and vigorous English.

Mr. Fifer’s service in the State Seriate was as 
honorabie to himself as it was beneficial to the 
people.

Clark E. Carr was at Boston, Erie Coun- 
ty, N. V., May 20, 1836.

A Tariff Correspondent’s Unquestionable 
Thirst for Information Fully Satisfied. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Jan. 18.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.|—I see in TH# TRIBUNE of the jꝛth that 
you kindly answered my letter of the 10th, but 
through some inadvertence you neglected to an- 
swer three of my fifteen qué@stions. If they are 
worth answering will you etlighten some of your 
readers by an opinion on them as you did in the 
case of the others? 

1. In your issue of Jan. 7 you upheld James A. 
Garfield as an able statesman in regara to tariff 
reform, saying that he understood the wants of 
the — more perfectly than any man we ever 
had in Congress, and that he was quite a fit pat- 
tern for our Congressmen of to follow. 
I gave you a quotation from the last effort of 
Garfield as a statesman in which he strongly ad- 
vocated a high tariff on wool.

REPLY. 
THE TRIBUNE answered twelve of Mr. Dumont 


Kennedy's questions, and omitted to answer 


three of them for the reason that the article was 
already too long and we did not care to make it 
longer. The three questions remaining at the 
end of his formidable series scarcely seemed to 
be important enough to deserve an answer, but 
in order that his craving for information may be 
completely satisfied we herewith give the sub- 
ject such further attention as he seems to desire: 

1. If Garfield were alive at this time and 
able tosee the full effect of the tariff on wool 
imposed in 1867 in bringing dewn prices and pros- 
trating the wool industry, and if he had lived to 
see the further effect of the re@uction of two or 
three cents per pound in 1888, he would have 
been able to answer this question for himself, 
and he would not have been in favor of the con- 
tinuance of this barbarous tax on the raw mate- 
rial out of which the clothing ot the people must 
be made. Garfield was simply in error when he 
supposed that the effect of riff of 1867 would 
de to increase permanently 
Nothing but experience could have demonstrated 
this error to him. Nobody imagined that the result 
would be what it was—namely: a crippling of 
the home market by damaging home manufact- 
urers, causing the latter to resort to shoddy, im- 
pairing the quality of their goods, and enormous- 
ly increasing the importation of woolen clothing. 
So THE TRIBUNE still thinks as a whole that 
Gen, Garfield was “a fit® pattern for our Con- 
gressmen to follow,“ altbough he was not infal- 
lible in respect to his judgment of economic 
questions. There were a good many wool grow- 
ers in his district and in the State of Ohio who at 
that time enjoyed, or thought they enjoyed, some 
considerable benefit from the tax on wool; but 
mostofthem are now getting their eyes open 
and perceive that the real benefit is appropriated 
by the flockmasters like Columbus Delano, who 
have thousands of sheep pastured free of ex- 
pense on the Government land in New Mexico 
and the other Territories. 

2. France and Germany both have abundant 
land suitable for the production of the sugar 
beet, which can be raised in those countries in 
greater quantities than would be sufficient to 
supply any possible home consumption of sugar. 
But inthe United States sugar raising, after 
fifty or sixty years’ trial, is practically limited to 
a precarious growth in a few parishes of a single 
Gulf State, and this notwithstanding all the en- 
couragement given to the Southern planters 
during the last three generations. To this day 
only 8 per cent ot the sugar consumed in the 
United States is raised in this country. The 
climate here seems unsuitable forthe growth 
either of cane or of the sugar beet. More is to 
be expected from sorghum than from the latter. 
In Germany and France, on the contrary, the 
ordinary production of sugar from the beet aver- 
ages from one to one and @ half tons per acre, 
and on the best land reach two tons per acre. 

All the bounties and rewards offered in Ger- 
many and in France have been extended to in- 
ventors, and have been intended to develop im- 
proved processes of extracting the saccharine 
matter from the beet and converting the same 
into good, merchantable, granulated sugar. This 
has been accomplished in consequence of the 
bounties offered, and those countries can now 
compete with the best cane-growing countries of 
the world in the production of sugar. 

But no bounty in the United States could 
have supplied the place of a soil and climate 
which alone have made the experiments in 
France and Germany successful. We have had 
sixty years of similar bounties in this country 
with no corresponding development of the indus- 
try, although the processes of extracting sugar 


from the cane have been developed to the utmost. 


possible extent by invention and improved ma- 
chinery. 

3. There was an error in the statement ob- 
jected to by our correspondent, and it consisted 
ma restriction of our general proposition to less 
than the truth, The tariff has the effect of in- 
creasing the price to 4 good deal more than the 
tariff duty usually imposed, as the incident of the 
duty falling upon three or four profits and mid- 
dlemen’s expenses must be added to the price 
which the consumer hasto pay. The President 
also omitted to direct public attention to this im- 
portant truth. If he had thought the subject over 
more carefully he would have said that the tariff 
usually increases the prices of an article to more 
than the duty. 

4. In what we had to say in the same issue 
concerning the prices of wool and the decline in 
the same, owing to the tariff of 1867, we simply 
followed the Boston quotations of prices for XX 
and XXX wool during the last twenty-five years. 
These figures established a fact of record which 
our correspondent can explain as best he may. 
Our explanation of the fact is that in conse- 
quence of the restriction of the market and the 
failures of our manufacturers to obtain wools 
from abroad to mix with the home wools they 


were unable to compete with foreign manufact- 
urers, even though the home producer had the 
advantage of 70 cent tariff protection. Con- 
uentiy the volume of manufactures declined 
and the wool-growers found that were with- 
out a sufficient market for their product. What- 
ever reduction has been brought about in tne 
last thirty years in the price of woolens 
has been due to improvements in machinery 
at home and abroad, owing to great fertilit 
of invention. The reduction in the cost of wool- 
ens is paralleled by the reduction in cost of pro- 
duction in every line of manufacture in the 
United States, whether protected or not 
rotected, and there has been a correspond- 
— reduction in cost of production in ali Eu- 
ropean centres. So we say that the statements 
in relation to the prices of wool and the decline 
therein owing to the tariff constitute one of those 
exceptions that prove the rulc, the price of wool 
in country somewhat dependent upon 
the introduction of wools for purposes of 
fact which is as well established as

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AMONG TRE RAILROADS. 
REPORTS THAT EAST-BOUND THROUGH 
RATES ARE BEING CUT. 


Various Roads Accuse Each Other of Cut- 
ting Export and Seaboard Rates—Asso- 
clation Lines from Chicago Authorized 
to Make Rates Agreeing with Those of 
the Northwestern and the Grand Trunk 
—The First Case—A New Belt Line. 

The Chicago Committee of the Central 
Traffic Association at its meeting yesterday 
did not consider the question of dressed-meat 
rates, as it was stated it would do by a mis- 
informed morning paper, but discussed the 
reports that east-bound through rates both 
for export and seaboard points were being 
badly cut. Several of the roads and a num- 
ber of the fast-freight lines were accussed of 
cutting the rates, but they denied the charge. 
Positive proof was submitted, however, show- 
ing that the charges were true as to some of 
the roads. It was shown that some of them 
were charging an arbitrary rate on export 
grain of 23 cents and on export provisions of 
28 cents (a cut of about 5 cents), as their 
proportion of the inland rate, and to this 
they added the prevailing ocean rates, which 
made a still greater cut, A joint tariff is- 
sued by the Chicago & Grand Trunk and 
the Chicago & Northwestern was submitted, 
showing that those lines were quoting less 
than tariff rates from Turner Junction and 
Rochelle. Great indignation was expressed 
over this discovery and especially by lines 
which are known to have been cutting rates. 
Although neither the Northwestern nor Chi- 
cago & Grand Trunk have ever subscribed to 
the agreement for quoting through rates to 
Europe, and the latter has all along continued 
to quote inland tariff rates with the prevail 
ing ocean rates added, yet it was agreed to 
make an example of those roads by author- 
izing the association roads to guote the same 
rates from Turner and Rochelle in conneéc- 
tion with Western connections as were made 
by the Northwestern and Grand Trunk. 
Chairman Blanchard subsequently sent a let- 
ter to Traffic Manager H. C. Wicker of the 
Northwestern informing him that all the as- 
sociation lines from Chicago were authorized 
to accept the rates made by his road in con- 
nection with the Grand Trunk, continuing 
from Jan. 14 to Jan. 31. He gives this 
prompt advice as the first case arising under 
the recent agreement to equalize all rates. 

In a letter to J. W. Miagiey and J. N. 
Faithorn of the Southwestern and Western 
Associations, who, together with Mr. Blanch- 
ard, compose the Equalization Committee 
under the new agreement, Chairman Blanch- 
ard says: 

“T have today been supplied with joint 
tariff signed by Mr. McCullongh of the North- 
western and Mr. Brown of the Chicago & 
Grand Trunk, which names Chicago rates 
from Turner and Rochelle, III., to Buffal 
New York, Boston, and Philadelphia, cand 
from Jan. 14 to Jan. 31, inclusive. As the 
first case arising under the agreement to 
equalize rates, I promptly advise you that all 
our lines east of Chicago will accept the same 
rates, subject, however, to individual con- 
firmation by each line asto their ability to 
supply cars, etc. We also advise you that if 
any of the Western lines from the 
same points desire to issue similar 
tariffs from the same points we 
will accept the same subject to the same con- 
ditions. If other lines from parallel points 
wish to issue like tariffs I will join you in 
their tion under the rules to contanue

This prompt action of 
to equahze rates via all ts would be 
highly commendable 1 promptness 
Was shown in the equalization of rates when 
the cutting is done by routes west and 
southwest from Chicago. The Chicago & 
Grand Trunk and the Chi & Northwest 
ern have been the princi sufterers from 
the diversion of freight via Western junc- 
tion points, and they were compelled in self- 
defense to make rates meet the com- 

tition via outside junction points. 

here is no lack of proof that several 
of the lines running east from Chicago as 
well as the lines running east from Western 
junction points are cutting rates, and the ex- 
ecution of the new agreement was postponed 
until Feb. 1 because the contracts at low 
rates made 54 those lines did not expire until 
that date. o joint tariff of the Northwest- 
ern and Grand Trunk via Rochelle and Tur- 
ner Junction expires on that date, and con- 
sequently those roads have no advan 
over competing lines which are known to 
cutting rates via other points. As the new 
agreement providing tor the equalization of 
rates does not go into effect until Feb. 1 Mr. 
Blanchard’s action was arbitrary, to say the 
least, and it is quite likely that Chairmen 
Midgiey and Faithorn will make themselves 
heard on this point. At the meeting 
yesterday the association roads freely 
accused each other of cutting rates, 
but nothing was done to regulate them. 
The Baltimore & Ohio, which was charged 
with cutting rates, denies it, but says it can 
furnish proof that even the virtuous Red 
Line had lately been guilty of cutting export 
rates. The Red Line, on the other hand, 
suys that the fact that it can get no business 

inst the competition of the Baltimore & 

Ohio and other lines shows that the charge 
against it is not true. 

A meeting of the representatives of the 
various roads, fast freight lines, steamships, 
and everybody interested in export and sen- 
board rates, has been called for next Mon- 
day at Chairman Blanchard’s office, with a 
view of harmonizing the various conflicting 
interests and prevent a 2 demoraliza- 
tion of east-bound through traffic. 


Southwestern Railway Association. 
A few days ago Chairman Midgley ad- 
dressed a communication to General Man- 
ager Roswell Miller of the Milwaukee & St. 


Paul informing him that at the recent meet 


ing of the Southwestern Railway Associa- 


tion allusions were frequent as to what bear- 
ing the Milwaukee & St. Paul’s line to Kan- 
sas City and St. Joseph might have on what 
the association lines might want to do, and it 
was also said that he had supplied the St. 
Paul Company with copies of the associa 
tion’s agreement, tariffs, divisions with 
Western roads, and other information. Con- 
sequently he was instructed to invite the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Company to join the 
association. In reply to this letter neral 
Manager Miller of the St. Paul says the con- 
dition of affairs under control of the South- 
western Association, as well as the probable 
opening of new lines very soon, inclines him 
to believe that his company cannot derive 
benefit from membership at present. Had 
the invitation come previous to the present 
condition of things his company might have 
taken a different view of it, The St. Paul 
Company, however, would do nothing to 
oralize rates. 
Chairman Midgiey has also addressed a 
letter to Vice-President C. W. Smith of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa F requesting the 
Santa Fé’s new Kansas City line to become a 
member of the Southwestern Association. 
While the association lines, Mr. Midgley 
says, are aware that the new line is not yet 
in operation, it is deemed advisable to antici- 
pate the possibility of separate and conflict- 
ing action, either on the 45 of the Santa Fe 
Road or the association, by thus early invit- 
it to signify its pn ry to coéperate 
fully with the association lines. 
Vice-President Smith of the Santa Fé, in 
is in full sympathy with the 
Southwestern Association and that his com- 
pany desires to become a member of it as 
soon as it gets ready to do through business, 
but that at present the com is do 
nothing in that direction, and, therefore, it 
would not be proper for it to have a voice in 
what is done by the other roads.

TO PRESENT SOMETHING NEW. 


An English View of the Movement for the 
Higher Education of Women — The 
Question Considered in Its Sentimental, 
Kconomic, and Physiological Aspects— 
Southey’s Life as Told in His Letters— 
A Girl’s Life Eighty Years Ago—Liter- 
ary Notes—Books Received. 

Speaking of the modern discussions on the 

higher education of women, in which such 

monstrosities of masculine egotism and van- 
ity, and of feminine weakness and inanity 
have shown forth refulgent, George Eliot re- 
marked with quiet irony that it wasa pity 
that Providence had not strictly limited the 
intellectual faculties of women, say at the 
point of counting three, or in some such 
fixed and certain way as to shut out all ideas 
of change. But no such limit has been set. 

Women have proved their ability to count 

even up to 100. From the first their com- 

mand of tongues has been acknowledged, 
and now that they all are taught to read no 
limit can be set to their achievements in the 


direction of written as well as oral expres- 
sion. Once given the alfabet and the human 


biped, be it male or female, possesses the 
key to progress. Just so far into the 
temple of learning shall the traveler who 
has this open sesame” go as the individual 
immortal mind m each case shall dictate. 
Outward barriers can not shut out the light 
of reason. For the human mind, 


Stone walls do not a prison make, 
Nor iron bars a cage. : 


The sum and substance of the argument 
against the higher education of women may 
be stated in one question which agitates the 
conservative mind—viz.: How much knowl- 
edge can the feminine mind bear without be- 
ing itself destroyed and the destroyer at the 
same time of the idea of the supremacy of 
masculine intellect? To this question the 
ambitious champions of women answer in 
words and doctrine long accepted as gospel 
as it relates to men: 

A little learning is a dangerous thing; 

Drink „ oF taste not the Pierian spring: 


There shallow draughts intoxicate the brain, 

And drinking largely sobers us again. 

The smooth lines of Pope could be no bet- 
ter Illustrated than by comparison between 
the overwhelming mass of half-educated 
women of today anc their wofully small but 
most efficient body of hberally-educated sis- 
ters. Such a comparison would be cruel in 
its re velations of human stupidity and slug- 
gishness, and unfair to the enormous majori- 
ty of vntrained, unread, yet intelligent and 
even brilliant women who make up what is 
known as society in all parts of the civilized 
world. It would show how much even the 
best women rely n their imitative facul- 
ties and how little upon reflection; how 
much upon the arts of 3 and flattery 
iustend of upon the power of reason and 
sense; upon their own weakness, cowardice, 
and untruth rather than upon strength, cour- 
age, and veracity. 

From across the sea comes a small volume 
of essays presenting the question of the edu- 
cation of woman from an English point of 
view. Mrs. Pfeiffer speaks as one having 
authority and proves her right to do so, 
with ample generosity before she reaches 
the end of her argument. One proof of the 
vitality and point of her book is that what 
she says is as true here in America—as true 
and as needful to be said—as in England. 
Mother ana daughter recognize the same 
needs. Mrs. Pfeiffer does not touch at all 
upon the vexed question of suffrage; she 
pleads mainly for the intelligent considera- 
tion of the needs of women as to education 
and training mentally and industrially. She 
proposes no limit, but would open the gates 
of inteliectual culture wide for all who would 
enter, and insists that nothing but good can 
come from the turning of women’s Teet unto 
the pleasant paths of learning. She also 
takes into consideration the needs of 
those women who have no especially 
high aspirations, the great army 
who must earn their own 5 . and 

em. 2 tra ning. 
life they must lead, and second, such as will 
give — a broad, comprehensive view of 
the great world beyond their own narrow 
lines. If there is a human being, she argues, 
‘who peeds the solace of literature and art 
and the lessons of practical science, it is the 
woman whose waking hours are mostly ab- 
sorbed in the dull round of domestic and in- 
dustrial drudgery which falis to the lot 
of the vast majority of women in all lands, 
civilized and unciviiized. 

Mrs. Pfeiffer devotes some attention, but 
not enough, to what she calls the sentimen- 
tal difficulties which have been raised 
against the intellectual advance of womea. 


Sentimentality is at the bottom of one-half 
of the injustice and callousness of the 
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contempt.

If there is anything mot certain than another 
about the introduction ofidiocy itis the danger 
which arises from the cultire of one side only of 
woman's nature. So longas human mothers are 
trained only on their emoonal side, responsive 
to the least unexpected sind. unreasoning as the 
world of nature about then, and thrown into emo- 
tional paroxysms by thesights and trials which 
will be sure to cross their maths, they will, from my 
point of view, be more likely to become the 
mothers of idiots, Without advocating over- 
pressure of the brain, whichis as bad for a bo 
as for a girl. there can be zo reason why the facui- 
ties, which it is now known girls possess, should 
not be cultivated, so as to mike them not only 
fit to be the mothers of men but also compan- 
ions and helpers of men. 


Mrs. Pfeiffer has performed a real service’

Mr. Dennis has forestalbd the critics in his 
admirable introduction jo his collection of 
Southey’s letters, in whch, after a fashion 
set by Mr. Cross in editng George Eliot’s 
letters, the story of Sosthey’s life is told. 
Mr. Dennis is able to omprehend his sub- 
ject; and to this ility he adds a 
command of terse, nervous English 
which he uses to the est advantage in his 
sympathetic and critica} account of a writer 
whose career is one of the enigmas of En- 
glish letters. Few peagle can explain why 
they do not enjoy Soithey’s prose—no one 
attempts bus poetry new—but it is probable 
that the lack of create original force was 
the cause of his failu® to arrest attention 
during his life, and faiure trom such a cause 
does not argue well fr success before the 
tribunal of posterity u which Southey, like 
many another autho, so confidently ap- 
pealed. ° 

Aside from his books, however, Southey 
remains an interesti re in the literary 
history of England. was the tried friend 
of Wordsworth, Colerfige, and Scott, and in- 
fluenced them all verr strongly. Den-

It is to be regretted that Southey did not 
finish his autobiography, with which this 
story of his life begins. it is the most en- 
tertaining bit of writing that ever came 
from his tireless but somewhat tiresome 
pen. As a picture of childish life under 
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5 Count Tolstol. 
Whatever else we have or have not in Count 


Tolstoi, we have at least a great soul and a 


great writer. In his Biblical exegesis, in the 


criticism by which he extracts and constructs 


his Five Commandments of Christ which are 


to be the rule of our lives, I find much which 


is questionable along with much which is 
ingeniotis and powerful. But I have neither 
space nor, indeed, inclination to criticise his 
exegesis here. The right moment, besiaes, 
or criticising this will come when the 
“two great works,” which are in prep- 
aration, shall have appeared. For tne pres- 
ent I limit myself to a single criticism only— 
pooled Wott sar vik ob coer tat 
pac nto any set of comm n 
have somewhere or other said, Christianity 
is a source; no one supply of water and re- 
freshment that comes from it can be called 
the sum of Christianity. It is a mistake, and 
may lead to much error, to exhibit any series 
of maxims, even those of the sermon on the 
Mount, as the ultimate sum and formula into 
which Christianity may be run up.” And 
the reason mainly lies in the char- 
acter ot the founder of Christian- 
ity and in the nature of his utterances. Not 
less important than the teachings given by 
Jesus is the temper of their giver, temp- 
er of sweetness and reasonableness, of epie- 
ikeia. Goethe calls him a Schwärmer, a fa- 
natic; he may much more rightly be called 
an opportunist. But he is an opportunist of 
an opposit kind from those who in politics, 
that wild and dreamlike trade of insincer- 
ity, give themselves this name. They push 
or slacken, press their aye hard or let 
t the interests of 
their self-aggrandizement and of their . 
Jesus has in view simply the rule of God, of 
the truth.“ But this is served by waiting as 
well as by hasting forward, and sometimes 
served better. 

Count Tolstoi sees rightly that, whatever 
the propertied and satisfied classes may 
think, the world, ever since Jesus Christ 
came, is judged; a new earth” is in pros- 

ct. It was ever in prospect with 

esus, and should be ever in pros 
pect with His followers. And the ideal in 
prospect has to be realized. “If ye know 
these things, happy are * if ye do them.” 
But they are to be done through a great and 


widespread and long-continued change, and 


achange of the inner man to begin with. 
The mostimportant and fruitful utterances 
of Jesus, therefore, are not things which can 
be drawn up as a table of stiff and stark ex- 
ternal commands, but the things which have 
most soul in them; because these can best 
sink down into our soul, work there, 
set up an influence, form habits of 
conduct, and prepare the future. 
The -Beatitudes are on this account 
more heiptul than the utterances from which 
Count Tolstoi builds up his Five Command- 
ments. The very secret of Jesus, He that 
loveth his life shall lose.it, He that will lose 
his life shall save it,“ does not give us a com- 
mand to be taken and followed in the letter, 
but an idea to work in our mind and soul 
and of inexhaustible value there. Jesus paid 
tribute to the Government and dined with 
the publicans, although neither the Empire 
of Rome nor the high finance of Judea was 
compatible with his ideal and with the 
“new earth” which that ideal must 
in the end create. Perhaps Levine’s 
provisional solution, in a society lie 
ours, was nearer to “the rule 
of God, of the truth, than the more trench- 
ant solution which Count Tolstoi has adopted 
for himself since. It seems caiculated to be 
of more use. I do not know how it is in Rus- 
sia, but in an English village the determina- 
tion of “our circle” to earn their bread by 
the work of their hands would produce only 
dismay, not fraternal joy, amongst that 
„majority“ who are so earning it already. 
“ There are plenty of us to compete as — 
stand,“ the gardeners, carpenters, and smiths 
would say. Pray stick to your articles, 
your poetry, and nonsense; in manual labor 

ou will interfere with us and be taking the 
fread out of our mouths.”’ 

So J arrive at the conclusion that Count 
Tolstoi nas perhaps not done well in abandon- 
ing the work of the poet and artist, and that 
he might with advantage return to it. But, 
whatever he may doin the future, the work 
which he has already done, and his work in 
religion as well as in imaginative literature, 
is more than sufficient to signalize him as one 
of the most marking, interesting, and sym- 
pathy-inspiring men of our time—an honor, I 
must add, to Russia, although he forbids us 
to heed nationality,—Matthew Arnold in the 
Fortnightly Review. __
